the burial of foreign seamen at $10 each. 
A t W ilmiogton, Cal., W. A. W eldon, M. 
D., 
will 
furnish quarters, subsistence, 
nursing and medical attendance and medi­ 
cines at $1 25 per day; contagious dis­ 
eases at $3 per day. 
The contract to pro­ 
vide for the burial of deceased patients is 
not completed. 
At Eureka, Cal., medical attendance will 
be tarnished by the Acting Assistant Sur­ 
geon, the allowance-to be made to furnish 
quarters, subsistence, nursing and medi 
cines at $1 25 per day, and for the burial of 
deceased patients, $20 each. 
At Portland, Or., medical attendance is 
to be furnished by the medical officer of 
the Marine Hospital 
8ervice, the

patients to be treated at the dispensary in 
Union Block; St. V incent’s Hospital to fur­ 
nish the quarters, subsistence and medi­ 
cines at 80 cents per day.

Twenty-three persons 
were killed. 
The assaulted President died 
on the following day from heart disease, 
aggravated by excitement.

IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g t o n , Ju n e 26th.—In the Senate to­ 
day, am ong the bills reported from the com m it­ 
tee and placed on the calendar was the House 
bill to authorize the Secretary of the Interior to 
subm it to Congress proposals for the surrender 
of the w estern part of the Crow Indian reser­ 
vation in M ontana. 
T he House bill for the adm ission of Wyoming 
as a State was taken up. 
Jones of Arkansas and Reagan of Texas ad­ 
dressed the Senate in opposition to the bill. 
At the close of Reagan’s speech au under­ 
standing was reached th at a vote on the bill 
and am endm ents would begin at 4 o’clock to­ 
morrow. 
Edm unds w anted it understood th a t it did not 
am ount to an order of the Senate. There ought 
to be one body in tb e country, he said, w here 
there was freedom of debate. 
The Senate bill granting to the N orthern P a­ 
cific and Y'akima irrigation Company a right of 
way through the Y’akiina Indian reservation, in 
W ashington, was passed. 
After an executive session the Senate ad ­ 
journed. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W ashington, June 26th.—In the House to-day 
a bill was passed granting fifteen days’ leave to 
clerks in first and second-class postoffices. The 
regular order being dem anded. Lodge of Massa­ 
chusetts began a debate upon the national elec 
tion bill. 
Lodge m ade an eloquent speech in favor of 
the bill, and at its close was warm ly congratu­ 
lated by the Republicans. 
H em phill ot South Carolina argued th a t the 
bill was unconstitutional. It was not national, 
but sectional. There was no moro iniquitous 
provision in the bill than the one providing for 
the appointm ent of an unnum bered num ber of 
m en absolutely under direction of the Super­ 
visor. 
He exam ined in d etail th e provisions 
relating to the Su-ervisors, and said th e whole 
bill seem ed fram ed against th e voters aud In 
favor o f the Supervisors. 
H em phill was loudly applauded by the Dem­ 
ocrats as he sat down, and nearly all of them 
pressed forward to congratulate him . 
After further discussion th e House adjourned

come they might as well adjourn sine die. 
In the meantim e an adjournem t was taken 
till II. 
Colonel Crocker came bit* said he could 
give no definite answer to the resolutions 
w hich had been adopted without cocs.til­ 
ing his associates in the Southern Pacific 
Company. 
Personally, he was in favor oi 
completing a railroad through the coast 
couuties as soon as possible. 
W hen asked w hether $500 000 in cash 
would be more acceptable than the same 
am ount in bonds, he said practically it 
would m ake but little difference— $500 000 
was but a tractiou of the am ount needed to 
build the road, as it would certainly c *«t 
nearly $5,000,000. 
W hat the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company wanted was au assurance 
that 
the 
investm ent would pay. 
He 
would say. however, that the whole amount 
of bonds necessary to build the road could 
be floated in the Eastern m arkets ea.ier 
than a sm all part. 
Sundry questions were asked M r.Crocker 
by various delega1 es, but none of great m o­ 
m ent, and the Convention adjourned till 1 
o’clock. 
On reassembling the comm ittee pre­ 
sented a report stating that it is the sense 
of the Convention that to induce the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Company to com­ 
mence and complete at an early day a con­ 
nection between Santa Margarita and El- 
wood the Convention agrees to obtain and 
deliver to the Southern Pacific Company, 
as soon as practicable, deeds for tbe right 
of way and depot grounds along said con­ 
nection, ar.d to also collect and deposit in 
a savings bank $315,000. or securities satis­ 
factory to the Southern Pacific Company 
for any uncollected portion thereof, the 
same to be made payable to the Southern 
Pacific on the following conditions: 
That the company shall, w ithin thirty 
days after notification of the procurement 
of the righis of wsy and depot facilities, 
commence a survey for the location of the 
said connection, and that within sixty days 
after the notification of the deposit of the 
ca3h to commence the construction of the 
road, and proceed diligently and continu­ 
ously with the same, and make it part of 
its southern overland system within twelve 
m onths therec.fier. 
These conditions hav­ 
ing been complied with, the sum of $315,­ 
000 shall become due to the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company—one-third on completion of 
the road, one-third one year thereafter, and 
the rem ainder two years thereafter, together 
w ith such interest as ntav accrue. 
The committee recommended the indef­ 
inite postponement 
of 
the 
resolution 
adopted yesterday; also that a standing 
com m ittee of three persons from each 
county be selected by the delegates from 
the respective counties, to carry out the 
purposes of the Convention. 
The comm ittee also recommended that 
if tbe offer is not accepted by the Southern 
Pacific w ithin thirty days, the Chairman be 
instructed to reconvene the Convention 
w ithin thirty days thereafter.

A lb u q u e r q u e (N M.), June 26 h.—There 
is no doubling the fact that another inva­ 
sion of the Navajo Reservation by pros­ 
pectors will soon be made, this tim e from 
San Juan instead of from Gallup, as here­ 
tofore. 
Recently General Carr, commander 
at Fort Wingate, issued orders that he 
would eject all white intruders from the 
reservation, and the prospectors have con­ 
cluded that if they are to get into the Car­ 
rizo Mountains again, where they recently 
found rich surface deposi’s, they must start 
froni somewhere beside the im mediate Vi­ 
cinity of the troops, whose dnty it is to 
keep an eye on them. 
Five of thepar;y recently driven from the 
reservation are now at Aztec with saddle- 
horses, pack-mulea, prospecting oirfirs aud 
provisions. Their leader, O B. Bish p of 
Gallup, is making preparations to joi i 
them . 
It is understood here that they in ­ 
tend to organize as strong a party as pos­ 
sible, 100 men or more, and when ready 
push rapidly for the gold fields iu the Car­ 
rizo Mountains 
W ith such a large force of men, the In­ 
dian police and wa-riors would be in fear 
of attacking tb<-m, and before the military 
au'horiiies at Fort W ingite coulu be innde 
aware of their presence and send a suffi­ 
cient force af'er them tbpy could do a vast 
am ount of mining and then leave the res­ 
ervation. 
It is also understood that the 
prospectors are taking advantage of the ab­ 
sence of Maj irC. E. Vnndever, the Navsjo 
agent, who is at W ashington on business.

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AN EXPLANATION THAT DOES NOT 
EXPLAIN. 
On the 21st inst. the R e c o rd -U n io n 
expressed itself freely upon the act of the 
Methodist Book Concern, in undertaking 
the circulation of a book issued upon the 
strength of the wave of Stanley’s explora­ 
tion successes, and calculated to lead the 
general reader to think that in purchasing 
the book he was getting a genuine, or at 
least accurate account of Stanley’s African 
explorations to date—in short, that the 
publication is a cheat and a fraud, and 
that it likewise violates every moral obli­ 
gation not to take the property of another 
without his consent. There is not one of 
all the leading Eastern journals that does 
not concur in this view of the matter, or 
that fails toso pronounce the “compilation” 
which is filched from various works by 
authors who expended their money, time 
and talents in producing them, and hence 
are alone entitled to the profits of their 
production. 
We expressed the hope that the Meth­ 
odist Church would rise up and repudiate 
the dishonest action of its Book Concern, 
and not preach honesty without compel­ 
ling its agents to practice it. In the same 
article we remarked upon the strange posi­ 
tion of the Christian Advocate, another 
agency of the Methodist Church, in de­ 
fending the steal in question, and shame- 
lesslv hiding behind the absence of an in­ 
ternational copyright law. Likewise we 
remarked upon the indecency of portions 
of the book, and expressed surprise that 
under church colors a work disgustingly 
illustrated should find refuge. 
Rev. A. T. Needham, of the Methodist 
Church, sends us the following: 
Sacramento, June 24, 1890. 
Eds. o f R ecord-U nion: Assuming tfa-tt you 
would nol intentionally misrepresent a church 
or any of its institutions, I.send you the accom­ 
panying clippiug trom the New York Christian 
Advocate—official organ of the Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church—explaining the matter, which 
doubtless induced you to write tbe editorial 
published in your paper June 21st, entitled “A 
Case of Dishonesty." 
I respectfully submit the explanation made 
by Dr. J. M. Buckley to your judgment, lor such 
correction as you may deem ¡ustice to our 
church and its institutions requires. Youis 
truly,

Pastor Sixth-street M. E. Church, Sacramento. 
The clippiug inclosed by Mr. Needham 
does not explain at all, nor does it show 
that the R ec o r d-U n io n misstated the 
case. In brief, it is a statemant that the 
Advocate is not the official organ of the 
“Book Concern.” That the "‘Book Con­ 
cern” sent the Advocate an advertisement 
of a book it had taken to circulate by sub­ 
scription. That the advertisement did 
not have the usual scrutiny of the editor, 
and went into the paper. That the adver­ 
tisement was put out hv a supernumerary 
of the “Book Concern” without the au­ 
thorization of the Chief Agent. That the 
advertisement was improper and immoral, 
and that the Christian Advocate deeply re­ 
grets that it appeared in its columns, and 
further, that that journal entirely agrees 
with the secular journals in their criti­ 
cism of the advertisement. There is not 
in the clipping any reference whatever to 
the book that formed the subject matter of 
the criticism of the R ec o r d-U n io n , nor 
any apology for the issuance of that book 
by the “Book Concern.” But we will 
assume that it is the advertisement of “The 
New Stanley Book” that was advertised in 
the Christian Advocate. 
Our correspondent is correct in saying 
that the R ec o r d-U n io n will not inten­ 
tionally do injustice to any one. It has 
not done so in this case. The fact remains 
that “The New Stanley Book” was put out 
by the Methodist Book Concern ; that it is 
a cheat, and is a theft of other people’s 
property ; that the Christian Advocate re­ 
viewed and commended the book at length 
in its “Literary or Book T a b l e t h a t 
Rev. Dr. Buckley, the editor of the Advo­ 
cate, apologized defensively for the book, 
and attempted to justify its issuance, say­ 
ing that he did not know where the author 
of the book got his facts, but that “He got 
them somewhere, quoting from many 
sources and paraphrasing,” “but he did not 
infringt copyright.'’ The italics are ours. 
The same editor adds : 
W hether a good, bad. or indifferent book, we 
do not say; that is a m atter of literary criticism; 
but it is uot " plain theft." Two-thirds of it 
were written belore Stanley emerged, and what 
he said about his last tour is not filched from 
copyright matter. American cr foreign. 
We submit tbat the charge of the R ec­ 
o r d -U n io s is not replied to or explained 
away, by a long excuse for the blunder by 
which an immoral advertisement was ad­ 
mitted to the columns of the Advocate. We 
repeat, not in criticism of the Church, hut 
of one of its agencies, that the Chmch 
should rise up anti condemn the action of 
the “Book Concern”—passing over the 
weakness of Dr. Buckley in the Adrocnte 
if it chooses; and it is not expected that 
any clergyman of the Church will he 
found apologizing for or excusing what the 
world does recognize as “plain theft,” if 
Dr. Bucklev does not. 
POLITICAL FREEDOM. 


His entire class may meet in convention 
and freely discuss their situation, and pro­ 
test against it, and may petition for its im­ 
provement without any danger of sacrific­ 
ing their positions. But in England the 
letter-carriers have discovered that there 
is no such toleration. The carriers re­ 
cently in off hours met and consulted with 
each other concerning what they deem 
needed essential reforms in their employ­ 
ment. The British Postmaster-General is 
offended at this action, and announces that 
the Government will take steps to punish 
the carriers severely for their presump­ 
tion. He has demanded a written apology 
from the men, and a promise that they 
will never again hold a similar meeting" 
One hundred of the seniors among the 
carriers have already been punished to the 
extent of a reduction of pay, and by hav­ 
ing their good conduct stripes removed. 
This is a strange, not to say a dangerous, 
policy. The men certainly, in their pri­ 
vate capacity, have the right to meet and 
advise with one another touching petitions 
to secure better conditions for themselves- 
If they have not, then their positions are 
of a character analogous to that of in­ 
voluntary servitors, for the major portion 
of them, notably the seniors, have been 
trained to the service from early youth, 
and are not able on any short notice to 
choose other callings. Their bread and 
butter makes them powerless in one sense 
to resist any action by the Government 
looking to hard exactions in the service. 


T h e eminent electrician, Dr. Werner 
von Siemens, expresses the conviction that 
not less than 5,000 volts should be used in 
the electrical execution of Kemmler, and 
that to employ only half that force will 
involve possible failure, and may result in 
torturing the man. This opinion the ene­ 
mies of electrical execution cite with glee. 
The answer to it is—then double the 
power. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


Very different, indeed, is the idea o1 
personal liberty among official employes 
in England from those entertained in 
America. Here, no one questions the 
right, or, indeed, the propriety of any one 
in Government employment taking steps 
to improve his condition as such employe. 


The concert by Miss Mary E. Barnard, 
given at the Congregational Church last 
evening for the benefit of the Margurite 
Free Kindergartan, was well attended. It 
was an entirely successful concert. What 
there was lacking in manifestation of en­ 
thusiasm may be attributed to the repress­ 
ive influence of the concert-room. A 
church is not the place for a secular con­ 
cert, and in which to expect an audience to 
thorougly relax and enjoy the music and 
give lull appreciative applause. Wbat Sac­ 
ramento needs is a fine concert hall, one 
that is large enough and elegant enongh 
for receptions, concerts, Gubernatorial 
balls, conventions, fairs, etc. Miss Barnard 
was assisted by Herr F. W. Zimmerman, 
of Vienna, a serviceable and accomplished 
tenor; Signor Martinez, of Milan, a pianist 
of fine ability, whose execution won the 
admiration of all lovers of the instru­ 
ment who heard him, and F. G. 
Knell, of this city, a violinist of 
fine taste. His bowing and stopping 
clearly testify to the excellence of his 
training, and he plays with a feeling and 
delicacy indicative of the true artist. Miss 
Barnard was in excellent voice and sang 
with marked effectiveness. The quality of 
her voice, which is resonant, is precisely 
what is demanded of one who is about 
to take the position of chief singer to the 
Mendelsshon Club. Her enunciation is 
very near perfection. She gives color to 
all she sings tbat is unmistakable. One 
does not hesitate a moment in according 
her full credit for the art of assuming feel­ 
ing. Her tones are pure and true, and in 
the lower notes the mezzo quality is of the 
first order. She manages her voice ad­ 
mirable, so well that there is an absence 
of apparent effort. All the numbers were 
encored, but only Miss Barnard did more 
than bow thanks. She sang in response 
two old ballads and gave them with a 
simplicity and feeling that was charming. 
The vocal gems of the evening were, Schu­ 
bert’s “Eden Land,” by Miss Barnard and 
Herr Zimmerman; Miss Barnard’s ""Long­ 
ing,” and the instrumental gem cer­ 
tainly was Mr. Knell's “Legende,” by 
Wieniawski. 
At the Clunie Opera House this evening 
W. A. Brady, the well-known all-around 
actor, will present Boucicault’s play, “After 
Dark.” Mr. Brady will appear as “Old 
Tom,” a bit of character acting of the first 
order. He will be supported by the favor­ 
ite comedian Bobby Gaylor; by Miss Big- 
gar. a competent actress'; Lillian Lee, Mile. 
Rene, a dancer and change actress spoken 
of as superior; J. W. McConnell. E. L. 
Waton, Kelly and Murphy, athletes, and 
others. The scenery to be used is that pre­ 
pared specially for the piece, and includes 
scenes of the London bridge by night, the 
underground railroad, concert hall inte­ 
rior, etc. The piece has been twice played 
here. It has great vitality, and ltrady’s 
mounting ot it appears to have given it a 
new lease of popularity, as bis seasons 
with it in New York, San Francisco and 
other cities have all been successful. 
It was our fortune to see Wilson Barrett 
in San Francisco at the Baldwin Theater 
recently. The impression he made was 
one of the most positive character tbat he 
is an actor of the first order, an artist who 
honors the stage by the character of his 
art, and the reverence he has for elevating 
and refining dramatic representation. It 
is easy to understand why he is so re­ 
spected and esteemed in England. Those 
who have read any of hie fine papers in 
the various reviews, need only be told that 
Mr. ltariett acts as he writes, in a manner 
that lifts him and the character he assumes 
above the common level aud into the at­ 
mosphere of high artistic excellence. He 
is the founder of the modern school of 
melodramatic acting; he is at once actor, 
critic and stndent. He is probably one of 
the best dramatic read men of the day, and 
enjoys a high reputation as a playwright 
also. His strength, like that of Booth’s, is 
tragedy. 
Mr. Barrett’s company is throughout ex­ 
cellent; his brother, George Barrett, is ils 
comedian, and Miss Eastlake, a beautiful 
woman and a finished actress, is leading 
lady. It is for Mr. Barrett and his com­ 
pany tbat there is now being erected in 
London a beautiful theater, that is ex­ 
pected to rank as one of the best and com- 
pletest of modern houses. His recent en­ 
gagement in San Francisco was a notable 
dramatic event, and one of tbe most suc­ 
cessful of many years in that city. 
He will present here at tbe Metropolitan, 
on Monday evening next, "Hamlet.” His 
interpretation of the character has been the 
theme of a great deal of criticism on both 
sides of the water, and has led to the writing 
of essays and pamphlets upon the subject in 
both England and America. In brief, it 
may be said tbat Mr. Barrett plays Hamlet 
as a young man, as sane, but assuming 
madness as a protection. He presents 
the King as in the prime of life, 
the Queen as a beautiful, passionate ma­ 
jestic woman. His Hamlet is not a mis­ 
anthropic, moaning aud purposless char­ 
acter. but a clear-headed youth, who by 
grief and worry is led to plot deeply, and 
to put to it the courage, skill and energv 
to carry out his scheme to the letter, and 
having succeeded, dies entirely satisfied.

RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 
G eneral Opinion T hat a W ar W ill Ensue

London, Jane 26th.—Great importance is 
attached to Russia’s demand upon Turkey 
for the war indemnity by the Cabinets of 
Europe, especially of Austria. Russia has 
been as lenient as Turkey has been lax in 
the payments Stipulated at the close of the 
Turko-Russian war, and the arrears now 
amount to a sum that it is almost hopeless 
for Turkey to expect to pay. The Sultan, 
indeed, has virtually disregarded, although 
he has not formally repudiated, the obliga­ 
tion, and therefore the peremptory demand 
comes with a force all the more startling. 
As Turkey cannot fulfill the demand, 
Russia will have to take satisfaction in 
some other way. The opinion in Vienna is 
that the way chosen will be a military one. 
Meanwhile Austria is making strong prepa­ 
rations to uphold her influence in the Bal­ 
kans in the event of a hostile movement on 
the part of Russia.

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LIGHT FOR EVERYBODY. 


THE GAS COMPANY’S HEW ELECTBIC 
LIGHT PLANT. 


It Will be in Running Order About the 
let of September—Large and 
Costly Works. 


Since the new intersection electric lights 
were introduced, a few nights since, Sacra­ 
m ento has been one of the best-lighted 
cities in the State, if not the best. This 
statem ent applies to her street system: but 
when the Capital Gas (and electric) Com­ 
pany gets its new electric plant in opera­ 
tion, Sacram ento will have few equals in 
the Union as regards lighting facilities. 
A R ec o r d U n io n reporter yesterday vis­ 
ited the premises of the company, in the 
block between T and U streets and F ront 
street and the river, where the company is 
now erecting its electric-light station. The 
company has purchased the entire block 
surrounding the gas works, which, w ith its 
new works, will occupy a large proportion 
of the space included w ithin these limits- 
A large force of men are engaged in the 
work of erecting the new building. It is 
123x68 teet in size, and will consist of a 
basem ent fourteen feet in hight and one 
story above that. 
The foundation was most carefully laid. 
It consists of a solid bed of concrete several 
feet in depth, the walls being 21 inches 
thick. The toundation for the larger of 
the engines (a Corliss) is of concrete, 23x6 
feet at the base, and 16x8 on the top. the 
latter, of course, reaching the m ain floor. 
T he foundation for the m ain line of shaft­ 
ing is also of concrete, 105 feet long and 6 
feet wide on the top. 
The boiler-house is sim ilarly constructed. 
The large boilers are three in num ber, and 
are being put in their places at an elevation 
of 25 feet above the floor of the basement. 
These are of the Babcock & W ilcox make, 
known as the tubular boilers, and, al­ 
though generally used in the East, there 
are few on this coast. There will also be 
five other tubular boilers of sm aller size, 
the whole beiDg capable of operating en­ 
gines furnishing 800 horse-power. 
The 
floor of the boiler-house is of concrete, car­ 
ried on steel eye-beams. There will be a 
roof of corrugated iron over the engine- 
house, supported by iron rafters. 
Five large engines will be required to 
run the dynamos. 
The largest will be a 
vertical triple-expansion engine, now in 
course of construction by the San Fran­ 
cisco Tool Company. There will be three 
others of the Armington & Sims pattern, 
and one large Corliss engine. These five 
powerful motors will be capable of furnish- 
ine 800-horse power. Provision has been 
m ade for using the river water for con­ 
densing purposes. 
Adjoining the boiler-house is the sm oke­ 
stack, a brick chimney now under way, 
and which will rise to a hight of 127 feet. 
The foundation of this great shaft of brick 
consists of 71 feet of solid concrete resting 
upon 100 piles. The latter are driven close 
together and cut off below the low-water 
m ark. The base of the chim ney is 18 feet 
square. The inside diam eter is 5J feet at 
the base, and 6 feet at the top. Outside, 
the base will be square, the middle octagon, 
and the top finished off in circular shaped 
The main floor of the engine-house and 
dvnamo-room will be laid with three-inch 
plank, m aking it very solid. The roof will 
be flat, and will also be constructed of 
three-inch plank, covered with tar-and- 
gravel roofing. 
Pressed brick will be used in the con­ 
struction of the front of the building, which, 
when completed, will present a very hand­ 
some appearance. 
An elevated tram way 
has been constructed from the top of the 
levee on the river bank to the top of the 
basement walls, by which building m ate­ 
rials and machinery are carried from the 
railroad to the building. 
This will be 
m aintained perm anently. 
The main floor of the building will be 
on a level with the street at the foot of 
Front and K, and will therefore be above 
the high-water mark. 
George Murray has the contract for all 
G • brickwork, and the rest of the labor is 
being done on thedaysystem , the company 
employing its own men. Jam es C. Pier­ 
son, the company's Superintendent, drew 
the plans for the building, and all the work 
is being done under his supervision and di­ 
rection. 
The work was commenced on the struct­ 
ure in April last, and the company expect 
to have it completed by the 1st of next Sep­ 
tember, when it will be prepared to supply 
electric power te all parties desiring it for 
motive purposes. The company has now 
on baDd sixteen dynamos, and provision is 
being made for twenty. W hen these sbali 
be in operation the company will also be 
ready to introduce its incandescent system 
for lighting stores, residences and other 
buildings. The cost of the new im prove­ 
m ents is estimated at about $60,000. 
Yesterday thecom pany finished the work 
of dism antling all the street lamps in the 
city, as it is not at all likely that thelinuni- 
cipality will ever again return to the use of 
gas for street-lighting. Still, the posts will 
be allowed to rem ain, and the lam ps can 
readily be replaced should it ever become 
necessary. 
As an evidence of the growth of the city, 
the othcers of the company state that the 
demand lor gas has been steadily on the 
increase, despite the introduction of elec­ 
tricity. 
Even now the company is putting 
in additional gas retorts, having recently 
received fifty new ones from the E ast; also 
1,500 large blocks of tiliDg from Jersey 
City, X. J., to be used in setting up the re­ 
torts. W hen the incandescent system shall 
be ready for introduction—which will be 
as soon as the new electric station is com ­ 
pleted—there may. and doubtless will be, 
for a time, a decreased demand for gas, but 
as the city grows the company intends to 
be prepared to furnish either gas or elec­ 
tricity (or both) to all that may demand 
them . 


TOO M ANY DEEDS. 


T h e Q u e stio n a s to th e O w n e rsh ip o f th e 
Iti ¡«on R a n c h P ro p e rty . 
An answer has been filed in theSuperior 
Court by W . P. Harlow to the com plaint of 
W . E. W arnock, who sued Harlow and A. 
P . Catlin. rival claim ants to the Brison 
ranch, near Iloutier's Station, to determine 
the question as to which he was indebted 
for $1,140 rental for the place. W arnock 
rented from Harlow, who held a deed to 
the property from Mrs. Brison, but the 
Court ordered the latter to deed the prop­ 
erty to her husband w ithin ten days after 
judgm ent was rendered for Mr. Brison in 
the suit against bis wife for the property. 
If she failed to execute the deed the County 
Clerk was to make the transfer. 
After this judgm ent in his favor Brison 
deeded the ranch to A. P. Catlin, and both 
the latter and Harlow sought to collect the 
rent due from W arnock, who brought suit 
as stated above. 
In his answer Harlow alleges that the 
tim e allowed for Mrs. Brison for m aking 
the deed was extended to and including the 
3d day of January, 1889; that on this date 
defendant's counsel prepared and served 
upon plaintifl's counsel a statem ent on mo­ 
tion for a new trial, and that said motion 
was pending and undeterm ined in the 
Court when W. B H am ilton, County Clerk, 
made and delivered to W. W . Brison a 
deed to the property in dispate. 
It is 
claimed that the execution of the jadgruent 
was fully stayed by the pendency of the 
motion lor a new trial; that the deed was 
made w ithout any authority whatsoever, 
and that it is therefore void and of no effect. 
Harlow further alleges that at the tim e hp 
leased the land to Warnock be was the 
owner of and in possession of the property. 
He therefore prays that the deed made bv 
Ham ilton be declared null and void, and 
that he have judgm ent for the sum due on 
the lease.

steadfast to th e Union, to w hich she 
had 
pledget! her tealty, we m ay now also in the 
present rejoice ia her progress and pledge anew 
th e vows of patriotism that have never been 
Droken. ‘As California one and indivisible her 
star has been am ong the brightest in the galaxy 
of States, and as California, not divided into 
N orth or South, but as an em pire State, as she 
was built by her founders, her progress cannot 
be stayed. 
It is becoming th a t this year those who have 
been born on the soil of California and those 
w ho have m ade th e Golden d ale th eir hom e, 
should lay aside the cares of business to com ­ 
m em orate the anniversary of her adm ission. 
By com m on consent the year 1690 has been 


chosen as th e tim e w hen th e Native Sons of 
California, w ith h er Pioneers, born at hom e and 
afar, should all unite In celebrating w ith ap­ 
propriate exercises the adm ission of th e S u te 
into the N ational Union. This w ill properly 
require m ore th an ODe day. and in order to 
afiord all our citizens an abundant opportunity 
for this purpose, and in com pliance w ith the 
request of the Native Sons o f the Golden West, 
I, K. W. W aterm an, Governor of California, do, 
by the authority in m e vested, hereby declare 
the 8th day o f ¡September. 1890. a legal holiday.

He is Seized With a Cramp and Becomes 
Helpless—A Companion Has a 
Narrow Escape. 


W illiam H . House, a printer, was drowned 
in the Sacram ento river, half a mile above 
the bridge, about 5 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon. H e had gone up the river on the 
Yolo side, in company w ith Thom as H . 
Needham and Clyde Appleby, for the pur­ 
pose of going in bathing. 
Mr. Needham 
says that after they had been in the water 
some tim e and were about to come out 
Mr. House was taken w ith a cramp, or 
strangling fit, and Bank. 
Needham was close by at the time, and 
as soon as his companion came to tbe sur­ 
face he caught hold of his arm and at­ 
tem pted to get him to the shore, but the 
drow ning m an grasped him with a vice- 
like grip and both were carried under the 
water. After a struggle Needham suc­ 
ceeded in freeing him self and came to the 
surface, but House did not rise again. 
Appleby started at once for assistance, 
and secured grappliDg irons at the police 
station. In the mean tim e a fisherman 
came along and dragged the spot with a 
gill-net, and afterwards with a salmon-net, 
but w ithout results. The body was finally 
recovered with the hooks at 8 o’clock last 
evening.

SUDDEN 
DEATH. 


J o h n P l a t t F a ta lly S tric k e n by a P a r a ­ 
ly tic A tta c k . 
John Platt, an old and greatly esteemed 
citizea of this city, died very suddenly 
about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon of 
apoplexy. Only a few moments before his 
son, P. E. Platt, m et him at the corner of 
N inth and J streets, at which tim e he was 
in good spirits, and feeling as well as he 
had for a long while, though his health has 
been poor for a year or more. After ten 
m inutes’ conversation the father and son 
separated, the former going down N inth 
street toward K. On the way he stopped 
in the shoe shop of J. Desave, and com­ 
plained of feeling faint. H e sank into a 
seat, and it was at once seen that some­ 
thing serious was troubling him . 
H elp was sum moned, and Dr. Laine was 
quickly at his side. 
Nothing could be 
done for him , however, as he.was then u n ­ 
conscious, and in a few moments passed 
away without a struggle or apparent pain. 
Mr. P latt had a host of triends, and 
this news will be sad intelligence to them. 
For m any years he was Outside Guardian 
of the various Lodges of the Order of Odd 
Fellows in this city. Always genial and 
pleasant to all with whom he came in con­ 
tact, he made a friend of every m an he 
met. H e was one of the best-known Odd 
Fellows in the State, having passed through 
all the chairs in the subordinate Lodge. 
He was a member of the Grand Lodge of 
California, and also of the Encam pm ent 
branch of the Order. H e joined the Order 
in 1848, and had been a m em ber of Capitol 
LoJge, No. 87, for upward of twenty years, 
and a member of the Veteran Association 
of Odd Fellows. 
Mr. Platt was born in Chorley, Lanca­ 
shire, Eng., December 6, 1826, and conse­ 
quently was 63 years and six m onths of 
age at the tim e of bis death. 
H e came to 
the United States in 1846. and located in 
Rhode Island. On July 19, 1849, he m ar­ 
ried Miss Sarah Holding. Six sons and 
three daughters were the result of this 
Union. Two died in childhood, and the 
following are now living and well known 
in this city : P. E. Platt (President of the 
Board of Trade), John H., Elisba A , 
Robert 11., W illiam E„ M artha Ashworth 
and Miss Lizzie A. Platt. 
The deceased was a man of wide experi­ 
ence. H e had traveled much and had 
been engaged in various occupations. 
At 
the breaking out of tbe gold excitement in 
A ustralia, in 1850, he went there and sub­ 
sequently, with his family, made a second 
trip to that country. H e engaged in m in­ 
ing with varying success. 
Afterward he 
engaged in farming in Massachusetts. 
He 
came to California in 1868. but has made 
several trips to the East and to England 
since tbat time. A series of letters entitled 
“Notes of a Trip to England,” which he 
wrote to a California paper, attracted con­ 
siderable attention by their interesting 
nature and completeness. 
Mr. Piatt was kind-hearted and generous 
to a degree rarely surpassed. No needy 
or helpless one ever failed to find in him a 
friend to encourage and help by word or 
deed, so far as lay in his power. 'H e was a 
man of sterling integrity, of simple tastes 
and rugged, honest purpose. 
The Order of Odd Fellows has lost a firm 
supporter, his family a loving husband 
and father and the com m unitv a true and 
loyal citizen.

SHOT BY A FOUNDRYMAN. 


The Molders' Strike Results in a Fatal 


Street Affray. 


EDIT. COOGAN SHOT BY J. W. KERR.

San Francisco, June 2Gtb.—Edward Cocgan, 
an apprentice iron Holder employed at the Vul­ 
can Foundry, No. 2, was shot and almost in- 
stan'.lj killed this morning by Jam es YV. Kerr, 
of the firm of S teiger* Kerr, proprietors of the 
Occidental Foundry, at 137 First street. Coogan 
was 21 years of age and li-ved at 29 Jessie street 
with his father and mother and three brothers. 
The shooting occurred in front of the Occi- 
■dental Foundry. There are two sides of the 
story, that of the manufacturers and that of the 
molders. The former state that Kerr acted en­ 
tirely on the defensive, while the latter claim 
that Kerr's action was a cold-blooded murder. 
The death of Coogan is undoubtedly the out­ 
come of the strike, and Kerr’s friends declare 
that it was directly tb-.- result of violence on the 
part of the union molders, of which Coogan was 
one. 
C. J. Clausen, who was with Kerr at the time 
of the homicide, is a local iron-molder. When 
the strike was inaugurated he refused to join 
the ranks of the union men and quit work. He 
worked at the Union Iron Works, and remained 
in their employ until the day befóte yesterday, 
when he was transferred to the Occidental 
Foundry. He lives with his family at No. f.04% 
Minna street, and was always known as a sober, 
industrious sort of a fellow. On account of his 
family the union men did not molest him for a 
time 
After a while, however, they tried to 
persuade him to join the strike, promising to 
look out for him and his family. He refused to 
strike and was threatened. When he was trans 
ferred several of the union men, according to 
the story of the friends of Kerr, told him that 
he must either quit work or else they would “do 
him up.” He steadfastly refused to strike, but 
inlormed his employers of the threats that had 
been made against him, and said that he feared 
that his life was in danger. The foundrymen 
promised to protect him, and last night Mr. Kerr 
aecompauied him to his home. They were not 
molested, however. 
THE FATAL SHOT. 
This morning, as the story goes, Kerr went to 
Clausen's house ami walked with him to the 
fouudry. 
Just as they reached the Pacific 
Foundry, a few doors away from Steiger & 
Kerr's, Mr. Kerr is s-vid to have remarked: 
“ Well. I guess they won't trouble us this 
morning ” 
The words were hardly out of his mouth when 
from the doorways on both sides of the street 
men jumped out asd immediately surrounded 
the workman 
and 
his employer. 
Several 
grabbed Clausen by the arms, while one man 
from behind put his arm around the non-union 
m an's neck and tried to choke him. Kerr was 
not at first included in the attack, but when he 
tried to defend Clausen the strikers began to 
assault him. Ho immediately drew bis pistol 
and fired at the crowd, the bullet taking eflect 
in Coogan’s body. 
As soon as the shot was fired Coogan fell. He 
did not die immediately, and he was lifted in 
an express wagon to be conveyed to the Receiv­ 
ing Hospital. Before twenty yards of the dis­ 
tance had been accomplished, however, he ex­ 
pired. 
JCEfir STBRENDERS HIMSELF. 
Mr. Kerr then entered tne office with Clausen ,i 
and Mr. Steiger, Jr., telephoned to the Southeri 
Police Station for an officer, stating that i 
shooting had taken place. Officers Maguire am 
Greenau, who were on office duty, were dis 
patched to tne foundry. 
Mr. Kerr was in the office, and said to one o 'i 
the policemen : "I have shota man and wish b >■ 
deliver myself up.” 
He was taken to the city prison and booket 
for murder. 
Attorney C. B. Darwin was at once sent for 
and he instructed the prisoner to have nothing 
to say, which injunction Kerr rigidly obeyed 
He declined almost absolutely to talk to re 
porters. He was placed in a comfortable roos 
in the hospital department of the prison, am 
there received a constant stream of visitors an* 
friends. 
THE DECEASED. 
The deceased was a very good looking bo\ 
and quiet and well behaved. He was very 
much liked by his empiojers, and his wages 
were but recently raised. John F. McGovern 
foremau of Vulcan Foundry, No. 2, said the boy 
was a first-class workman, and bad always been 
quiet and well behaved. 
According to the side of the story told by the 
manufacturers Coogan was among the crowd ol 
attacking union men. 
This the union people deny. They say he 
was walking quietly along First street on the 
way to his work. 
Coogan was ro t a striking mo'der. He was 
an apprentice and employed by the Vulcan 
Iron Works, which are not affected bv the 
strike. 
STATEMENT OK AN EX-POLICEMAN. 
John F. Hogkius, a former police officer, em­ 
ployed as a bartender in the Occidental Saloon, 
at First and Minna streets, claims to have been 
an eye-witness to the entire affair. He says he 
was cleaning the bar-room shortly beiore 7 
o'clock, when he heard the sound of footsteps 
as if some oue was running. He savs he looked 
across to the opposite side of the street and saw 
a bar.-headed man running down First street, 
pursued by another man. All at once Kerr 
tam e out of the Occidental Foundry, hatless, 
with a pistol in his hand. There were severai 
men 
apparently union 
molders, standing 
around, who fled a: the sight of bim, among 
them being Coogan. who had slopped to watch 
the chase. Just as Kerr reached tne lamp post 
on the coiner oí Minna a n l First street he 
raised his pistol and took deliberate aim at the 
running man and fired. Coogan tell, and Hop­ 
kins ran to where he was lying. He spoke a 
word to him, but received no reply. He knew 
that Coogan was dead, so teiling the crowd that 
life had expired, he went to a neighboring gro­ 
cery store and asked the clerk to telephone to 
the Morgue. He then weDt to C*»ogan's borne to 
inform his parents, and met the mother coming 
down Jessie street. 
“ Mrs. Coogan, Ned is dead,” he said to her, 
and she immediately began sobbing and moan 
lng as if her heart would break. When he got 
back to where Coogan had been lying ne 
found that he had been put into an express 
wagon. 
Mr. Hopkins was questioned very closely by 
the reporter as to whether Coogan had his 
back turned to Kerr when the shot was fired, 
and was very positri e that such was the ease. 
“How could the bullet have penetrated his 
right hand and breast?” asked the reporter, it 
having been a-certained that there was a bullet 
hole in the right ha d, as well as In tne breast. 
“I do not J-: ow. I did not look at the wound 
or see wheic it was. But I am sure that he was 
running uwajr from Kerr and that Kerr delib­ 
erately fired at him.” 
Mr. Hopkins’ statement is borne out, to a cer­ 
tain extent, by th -t ol William Wood, u book­ 
binder emp.oyed bv the Hicks-Judd Comnany 
at 23 First-tre-et. Wood was at First and How­ 
ard when he beard the shot, on his way to 
work, lie saw Coogan stagger in the middle of 
First street, and then several people getting be­ 
tween him and the deceased lie lost s ght of 
him tor a moment. He hurried to the sp t, and 
when he next saw Cocgan he was lying on the 
pavement a. the corner of Fitst and Minna 
streets. 
THE WOCND. 
The bullet, af far as is known, penetrated the 
ba-e of the right thum b ana then entered the 
right breast an inch to the left of the nipple. 
It then followed a diagonal course through the 
liody. coming out on the loft side ot the back 
over the heart. The wounds have not yet been 
examined by physicians, however, and expert 
tes.lmouy has not been had as to the point of 
entrance of the bullet. Some maintain that 
the bullet entered the back and passed out 
through the breast. The nature of the wounds, 
on a superficial examination, would seem to 
indicate that such was the case. Tne fiullet- 
hole in the back apjieared to be sliglulv 
burned, as if from the hot bullet. Coogan, it is 
thought, must have been smoking a cigarette 
at the time the shot was fired and had his el­ 
bow half way bent, with his hand over the 
right nipple, in order .for the shot to have pene­ 
trated the thumb as it did. 
A FKIEMD TO THE WORKMEN. 
Chief Crowley is impressed with the idea that 
Clausen is of a quiet dis|K«sition, and bad no at­ 
tempt been made to Interfere with his progress 
toward the works the sad affair would have 
been avoided. 
Mr. Kerr at all times during the progress of 
the stiIke. when Interviewed was manilestly a 
friend of the workmen, even though they had 
struck, and he admitted that he would readily 
take bis entire force of m en back to work, if 
the. would only agree upon a fair proposition. 
He was also very sincere in his speech concern­ 
ing the men who had left the shop, claiming 
that.’.hey were as tine a body of workmen as 
there vas in the city, and it would give him 
great pleasure to have all of them in nis shop 
again. He never claimed lobe at outs with a 
single man ol the union, and on Hie street was 
alwiijv kn-'wu to address them in a pieaawnt 
manner, and during rcjieatcil conversations 
with them had never upbraided them for Lheir 
conduct 
CI.Al'SEN'S VERSION. 
Ciauseu.nadethe following statement through 
his attorney, C. 11. Darwin: 
”1 hail been menaced ou the previous day by 
the strikers, who told me that J had better qikt 
work aud juiu the strike or rbcy would give me 
trouble, i am a man oí finally aud did not 
wish to get into any difficulty. 1 told Mr. Kerr 
la-t night that 1 had been warned. Mr. Kcir 
said lie would look out lor me. and he saw me 
salely home ¡com the shop lest tig h t and prom- 
isvd to call for me this morning. He Kept his 
promise, and we left the house together and 
proceed* d as far as First and M las ion streets. 
“We were congratulating ou:selves thai no 
trouble bad occurred, and that the strikers had 
not put in appearance to carryout their ihreals 
Bar.ly had the thought been expressed when 
we were both seized from behind. We were 
hugged by an erm across our tnroals p.nd our 
arms were pinioned to our sides, rendering uc 
almost pow rieas. lfe\r Mr. K.'tr fared 1 do 
Slot know, bin 1 was badly beaten, 
being 
punched and kicked uitkout mor v. J h u l a 
revolver on me, but they relieved me of it on 
the first attack, and Mr. Kerr wrenched himself 
loose from his assailants aud ran up the street 
in the direction ol his foundry. I succeeded in 
breaking away and followed him with the yell­ 
ing «ml hoot! ig mob ut eiur heels. 
"Mr hi rr succeeded in reaching his office 
door, only to find that it w as locked. He banged 
at it, aud called for help from within. As far as 
I can remember, for I was very excited at the 
tim*-. no heip came. Our assailants crowded 
about us, ¡u*J J heard the report of s pistol, 


and I learned afterward that some one had been 
shot.” 
STATEMENT OF H R. KERR. 
Ur. Kerr has refused to make any personal 
statement of the homicide to reporters, but to 
hts friend, Oscar Lewis, he related his account^of 
the affair, which is as follows : 
“I arrived at the foundry shortly before 7 
o’clock this morning, and by appointment met 
Clausen at the corner of First and Mission 
streets. 
“ We started to walk toward the foundry, when 
Clausen remarked : ‘There is no crowd to meet 
us this morniDg,’ when suddenly from twelve 
to fifteen strikeis sprang out from where they 
had been concealed, and grabbed Clausen and 
began to bemt him. 
"At the same time they seized hold of me by 
the throat, this action being accompanied with 
blows. 1 shook myself loose from their grasp, 
and noticing Clausen prostrate upon the side­ 
walk, being kicked by several of the men and 
the blood streaming from his face, I then 
thought that it was time todo something. 
"1 noticed Coogan coming tow ards me aud 
apparently trying to get behind me aud close in 
upon me. I drew my weapon and fired, intend­ 
ing to fire the shot over his head. It was my 
intention to frigfren him, not to kill him. I 
saw Coogan about the center of the street. He 
was about twenty-five feet awav. Coogan was 
one of the party who attacked Clausen and my­ 
self. 
“From the manner in which they met us it is 
my opinion that the attack was premeditated, 
and that it was their intention to kill one or 
both of us ” 
When Mr. Kerr was told of Ooogan’s death he 
said that he was very sorry, but that nothing 
else was left for him to do. 
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o f F ifteen 
an d 
In c id e n ts 
W eeks. 
San F ranc sco, June 26th—The fifteenth 
week of the molders’ strike will close to mor­ 
row, and the first fatality which has marked 
this long period ot inactivity and expectation 
among b ith of the parties to the conflict is re­ 
corded to-day. 
It was on the 3d of March that the molders 
were ordered out of the shops by the unanimous 
consent o f their branch ot the International 
Union. 
The rea«on given by the molders for their ac­ 
tion was an alleved reductiou of wages which 
they claimed was contemplated by the Found­ 
er’s Association. 
The molders in twelve of the largest foundries 
in the i ity , to the number of 145, quit work aud 
le t the shops 
The founders formulated an account of their 
grievances, in which they stated that the cause 
of the strike was not on account of any contem­ 
plated reduction of wages hut that the mold­ 
éis had heretofore dictated to them as to the 
m anner and methods of running their foun­ 
dries, and that they had come to the conclu­ 
sion to resist. 
They claimed that the molders had dictated 
the wages that should be paid, had named the 
number of apprentices that should be em­ 
ployed, had limited the amount o f work that 
each man should perform during each day, aud 
made other a-sertions for the purpose of gain­ 
ing public sympathy for their side against the 
molders, who were equally active in denying 
every assertion which the founders had made 
against them. 
A good deal of recrimination resulted from 
the striking movement, whicli was kept up for 
some time. 
The expectation of the molders that the foun­ 
drymen would eventually yield to their de­ 
mauds was somewhat shaken by the advent of 
the first shipment of non-union molders from 
the East, who had been forwarded ou the order 
of the F'ounders' Association irom Philadelphia. 
This actii n of the founders caused intense ex­ 
citement, aud their arrival in the city was at­ 
tended with dramatic incidents 
The utmost secrecy had been maintained by 
the agents of the foundries who had the trains 
couveyiug the new men in charge, and it was 
not until its arrival at Los Angeles that the 
striking molders of this city were quite certain 
of their whereabouts. 
The train w as a special, and came from Los 
Angeles in very fast time. 
On its arrival at tbe Oakland mole it was met 
by a large delegation of tbe strikers, who did 
succeed in persuading one-half of the new men 
to desert. 
Those who were molders were returned to 
their Eastern homes, while those who were not 
were disposed of in other ways. 
During tbe entire period of the strike, aud up 
to this time, the striking molders had main­ 
tained a siege of the foundries by surrounding 
them with union pickets, and thus every action 
of their late employers was quickly reported at 
the union headquarters. 
This situation of affairs was the occasion of 
great exasperation fur both sides. 
There was, however, no outrage committed, 
and the strikers seemed to be fulfilling their 
promise to conduct their movement in a peace- 
lul and manly manner. 
The practii e of bringing more Eastern mold­ 
ers was continued by the founders. 
Some of the new arrivals were persuaded to 
desert by the strikers, but a large proportion oi 
these Eastern men remained loyal to the shops. 
It was not until quite eight weeks of the strike 
had passed by that active host iit.es between 
the sympathizers ot the strikers and the new 
men actually began. 
The sti iking molders persisted in denving any 
complicity with the outrages, though the men 
who were attacked claimed that their wounds 
were inilicted by men who were strikers. 
This stste of affairs continued until the 
founders shunt three weeks ago made an appli­ 
cation to Chief of Police Crowley for permis­ 
sion for the men in the shops to bear weanous 
of defense. 
This application was granted, and since then 
all of the non union molders have been armed. 
Tbe effect of this important measure has been 
to sioji attacks on the men at work almost alto­ 
gether, and for the past two weeks only one 
man has comjilained of having been beaten up 
to the tragedy to-day. 
There has been efforts made by the strikers 
and others to compromise or accommodate the 
diflV rences between the parries, and a week 
ago Friday the Fourniers' Association received 
a communication irom the molders inviting a 
conference. 
The proposition was declined. 
Tbe incidente attending the strike since then 
arc too well known to require repetition. 
The founders declare tnat they cannot yield, 
aud the strikers say that they will not. 
1 he strike has become celebrated from the 
stubbornness with which it has been conducted 
by both sides, and now from the tragedy which 
has to-day occurred.
